NATIONS THEMSELVES 


PARIS, Jan. 4—(IP)— Supremo 


headquarters took the position to- 
day that Allied losses were a phase 
of the war which It could not cov- 
er—that the announcements must 
be loft to the respective govern- 
ments. 


Admittedly thla makes for 
an 


Incomplete picture of the battle 
In which the Allies have lost heav- 
ily, 
a« havo the Germans, 
whose 


losses are being reported here. 


Today, lor example, the 
First 


sntl Third nrmles announced they 
had taken a total of 10,154 German 
prisoners since Field Marshal Von 
Rundstedt's 
breakthrough started 


Dec. 16. Besides these official fig- 
ures, First army reporters 
have 


been permitted to carry "unoffi- 
cial estlmutea" that 
the 
break- 


through co&t the Germans 60,000 
casualties. 


But there have been no 
Allied 


figures to balance the 
German 


claims of Allied losses, 
German 


propaganda is compounding these 
daily. Yesterday the German high 
command's broadcast communique 
claimed more than 50,000 American 
casualties since the winter coun- 
ter-offensive began. Today German 
broadcasts were proclaiming that 
140,003 Americans had been lost 
on the western front In December. 


American casualties are announc- 


ed periodically in Washington by 
the war department, but In a form 
which makes It virtually Impossi- 
ble to associate them with 
any 


spec'fic front, sector or phase of 
the fight 
Canadian casualties are
